How to Whip Evaporated 
Milk for Frozen Desserts 



Evaporated milk Is whipped stiff 

like cream If the following method Is 
used: 

Pour tho necessary, quantity of 
evaporated milk into the top of a dou- 
ble holier and heat oyer boliing water 
to bolllnff point. .This wlU thicken 
the milk by evaporating some of tlia 
water from It. Due to ihe evaiwra- 
tion of water, -a flim or glaze of milk 
solids will form at tho surface. Some 
of this may settle at the bottom. This 
should not tie discarded, as It will 
Wend smoothly with the rest during 
tho whipping and will aid In stiffen- 
ing the milk. When the milk has 
reached the boiling point It should 
be cooled quickly by setting the con- 
tainer In cold water. Chill thorough- 
ly in tho bowl surrounded by chlppei 
Ice and coarse salt. Whip until stiff 
with a rotary boater.

IN MY HAKING 

Fruit Juice, Sugar, Acid 

and Pectin Necessary 

Ingredients

Jelly making la often droaded as bo- 
Ing n dfntcult and uncertain process^ 
but If tho prlnclploB undorlylhg It nro' 
clearly undoratood, there Is rarely' 
Any rcftaon for failure. Tho l)aalc 
rixlcfl are few and stnvplo. 

1. Uao good fruit, free from brula- 
od, discolored spots, It p<>88lble select- 
ing fruit picked In dry weather. 

2. Haro the fruit barely ripe or' 
even slightly underripe and avoid us- 
ing overripe or oren fully ripened 
tmlt unless commercial pectin Is to bo 
added, as fully ripened fruit loses a 
kirgo percentage both of Its add -and 
pectin, the last named being tho Jelly- 
ing principle. 

3. Measure both fruit and sugar 
Yery carefully, carry through the var-, 
louB prdcosses as aulckly as possible; 
fruit Juice should not stand In a warm 
place fen- any length of time as fer- 
mentation U apt to set In, while too 
long hoatlng has tho same bad efiocU 
that Is, deprives the fruit pectin of Its 
hardening power. 

4. Cook tho Jelly quickly and seal 
while BtlU hot. 

Essentials In Jelly Making . 
Four Ingredients aro necessary to 
Insure perfect Jelly — ISnilt juice, 

f'sugar. add and pectin. When these 
are combined In exactly the right 
proportions and cooked to exactly tlie 
right degree, a perfect Jolly results. 

' Perfect Jelly should be clear and 
transparent, of rich jCrulty tlavor and 
1\xm enough to hold Its shape when 
turned from tho gloss, but tender and 
BOft In texture rather than extremely 
Arm or tough. 

The Jelly bag on Its stand Is con- 
venient but not absolutely necessary; 
a flne cheesecloth or canton flannel 
conical Jelly bog will bo found satis- 
factory. The stand makes It a little 
more convenient to work with. Meas- 
uring cups and scales ore necessities. 



Iron and tin saucepans aro not satis- 
factory bocQune they are likely to at- 
foot tho color of the fruit Juices. Bo 
sure to use pans and kettles whtoh 
are broad^asod to Insure rapid evap- 
oration, and largo enougli to avoid 
any llkellhflod of the contents boiling 
over. 

Oook tho fruit or fruit and water 
until the Juice flows freely, -stirring 
and crushing while cooking. Turn 
into a jelly bag and allow tho Juice to 
drip through. F\)r the (Nearest Jel- 
lies, do not squeezo. If. however.] 
quantity rather than extreme quality 
Ifi desired, tho fruit may bo squeezed 
In Uie bag as soon as cool. In any 
event, a second ^)atch of excellent but 
Bllglitly less clear Juice can be se- 
cured by thia method. 



How to Whip Evaporated 
Milk for Frozen Desserts 



Evaporated milk Is whipped stiff 

like cream If the following method Is 
used: 

Pour tho necessary quantity of 
evaporated milk Into tho top of a dou- 
ble boiler and heat over boiling water 
to boiling point. This will thicken 
tho milk by evaporating aomo of the 
water from It. Due. to ithe evapora- 
tion of water, a film or glaze of milk 
solids will rorm at the surface. Some 
of tills may, settle at tho bottom. This 
should not be discarded, as It will 
Wend smoothly with the roat during 
the whipping and will aid In stiffen- 
ing the milk. Whon the milk has 
reached tho boiling point It should 
be cooled quickly by sotting the con- 
tainer In cold water. Chill thorough- 
ly In tho bowl surrounded by chlppoJ 
Ice and coarse salt. \VhIp until stiff 
with a rotary boater. 



Banana Cream 
,6 ounces {Y* of cup) ovaporatod 
milk, prepared for whipping. 

3 well, ripened bananas (deep yel- 
low, well flecked with brown spots). 

2 oz. (U cup) orange Juice.. 

4 oz. (M cup) sugar 
Few grains salt. 

Chill milk In bowl, surrounded by 
chipped Ice and salt. Peel bananas 
and remove outside Obrous layer by 
scraping off with outside of knife.' 



Mosh bftnanoa with wooden (rpoon, 
then force quickly with a potato 
rlcor. It Is essential that this bo 
done at once to prevent bananas from 
discoloring. 

Hioro should be ono cup of pulp, 
add orange Juice, augar and salt to 
pulp. Stir thoroughly to dissolve 
sugar and salt. Then chill In Ice box 
ten to nfteen minutes.. Whip milk 
until stilt. With wooden spoon fold 
In hahnna mixture lightly but thor- 
oughly Into whipped milk until well 
blended. Turn Immediately Into cold 
freezing pan and place In refrigerator. 
Required 3 to 8 hours to freeze. 

Freezing may also be done In an 
ordinary Ice croam freezer.
